Canadian Chamber of Commerce 
asks federal governnient ‘to réview| 
‘Customs Tariff Act, Customs Act 


The, Canadian Chamber. of Com- 
merce in a major policy statement 
on trade asked the federal gov- 
ernment to make. a complete re- 
view of the Customs Tariff Act 
and the Customs Act “in order to 
have this legislation meet the de- 
mand of Canada’s dynamic econ- 
omy.” 

Prime Minister Diefenbaker and 
the Cabinet were told by a Cana- 
dian Chamber delegation headed 
by President Ralph Pybus, Van- 
couver, that certain segments of 
the Canadian economy are seri- 
ously affected by competition from 
foreign sources. Some of these 
problems could be alleviated, it 
was stated, by exercising control 
over the tariff classifications of 
imports,- by strengthening the 
regulations to prevent imports at 
dump prices, and hy investigating 
promptly imports ‘ suspected of 
evading dumping duty. These 
steps could be taken without de- 
viating from the principles 


_ GATT or other existing agree- 


ments. The Chamber, it was point- 
ed out, continued to subscribe to 
those principles of conduct ex- 
pressed in GATT that are requis- 
ite to expanding trade on a multi- 
lateral basis throughout the world. 


Other policies stressed by the 
Chamber delegation had to do 
with employer-employee relations, 
taxation and government expendi- 
ture, Canada’s relations with the 
United States and the United 
Kingdom. All told over 40 policy 
declarations and resolutions were 
laid before the government by the 
Canadian Chamber delegation as 
representing the. majority views 
of over 750 Boards of Trade and 
Chambers of Commerce with an 
underlying membership of some 


125,000 businessmen across Can-| 


ada. : ; 
On employer-employee relations 
the Chamber said in part: “The 
Chamber supports the principle of 
collective bargaining between the 
representatives of employers and 


employees, Labour unions and 


other employees’ organizations 
have responsibilities to the. public, 
to employers and to their own 
members, just as management has 
responsibilities to the public,, to 
its:employees and to shareholders, 
The Chamber believes that both 
parties should be equally respon- 
sible under the law”.

‘On Canada’s relations with the 
United States and the United 
Kingdom, the Chamber stressed 
the importance of increasing: mu- 
tual understanding.

ence ‘to the desirability of doing 
everything possible to attract a 
larger volume*of» United Kingdom 
investment in this country. 

The Chamber's ‘submission also

East-West air 


Canadian Pacific Airlines will 
apply for rights to provide a com- 
petitive air service on a new main- 
line route pattern linking cities 
between Vancouver and Montreal. 
This announcement was made by 
W, A. Mather, chairman of Cana- 
dian: Pacific Airlines. e] 


The application, to be submitted 
to the Air Transport Board this 
month, will request traffic rights 
at the following cities: Vancouver, 
Calgary, Edmonton, Saskatoon, 
Regina, Winnipeg, Toronto, Ot- 
tawa and Montreal. The proposed 
route pattern would directly: dup- 
licate only 10 percent of the pres- 
ent T.C.A. inter-city services. 
Thus, a number of the cities con- 
cerned would have more direct, as 
well as more frequent, air ser- 
vices, it was explained. 


Details of the proposed sched- 
ules will be announced when the 
application is‘ submitted. C.P.A. is 
prepared to start the new service 
as: soon as A.T.B. approval is re- 
ceived. A fleet of 15 Super DC-6B 
airliners will be available for do- 
mestic service. 

Commenting on this .announce- 
ment, Mr. Mather said, ‘‘We are 
convinced that the time has come 
to satisfy the public demand for 
competitive air service in Canada.

Local dealers suggest that be- 
fore household supplies are bought 
from unknown door-to-door sales- 
men that a-tocal dealer be con- 
tactedi for a price. It will be found 
that the local dealer will be lower 
in price” and will gladly give ser- 
vice to all sales.—The Touchwood 
Times, Punnichy, Sask., Nov. 6/57.

FROST! 


Color contrast to vie with that 
of earlier days of thé year was 
Sunday's remarkable gift.

A screening policy for high 
school. students sim: 


has been adopted by Brooks 
School District. The. policy pro- 
vides ‘that the board may require 
a student who is doing unsatis- 
factory work to leave high school. 

The move was felt advisable be- 
cause each year there are a few 
students who are not interested in 
applying themselves in spite of 
efforts made by the teaching body 
to stimulate, encourage and per- 
suade these students to do better 
work, It is felt that such students 
tend to retard progress in the 
class and have an undesirable ef- 
fect on other students. 


The school board émphasized 
that the policy is ihtended for 
those students who are working 
far below their level of ability; 
it is not intended to apply to 


those who are making earnest and |, 


conscientious effort. 

October or’ November report 
cards will be examined carefully 
by the principal and his staff. If 
it is their opinion that the stu- 
dent is not applying himself suf- 
ficiently, he will be placed on pro- 
bation until Christmas when his 
case will be reviewed.
